Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does not 
teach in combination with the other limitation of the independent claims an area of a 
sliding-contact surface formed on the piston in the cylinder bore at a compression load 
side being greater than that at an anti-compression load side.
